I have had sometimes to make 
as many as twenty-five different calcula- 
ions to ascertain what the rate of duty 
was on a certain line of goods. We can't

>nd wo can't afford to trust him. 
;About tho most tedious work we have 


is on invoices of glass. It conies in all 
izes and weights, and there is a different 
Juty for each size nnd weight. I have 
known of Invoices that required the mak- 
ng of 10,000 figures to ascertain the duty. 
Sugar is another tedious article to figure 
m. It is graded bypolariscope test, and a 
lifferont rate of duty is charged for every
